Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

The Central Reserve Police Battalion at Trivandrum had 
reported that four men from that Battalion had deserted 
with a sten-gun and some other arms and ammunition. 

On the 24th October, 1968, while returning from Gwalior 
in a public conveyance the Station Officer of Maharajpura 
Police Station, District Gwalior, became suspicious about 
four men who were travelling in the same vehicle. The 
Officer tactfully had the vehicle brought to the Maharajpura 
Police Station, but when he attempted to search the hand- 
bags they were carrying, one of the suspects drew a revolver 
and fired a shot at the Sub-Inspector while the remaining 
three made good their escape. The assailant was over- 
powered and a Police party was immediately despatched to 
searoh for the remaining three. The party consisted of three 
Head Constables and five Constables of the Madhya Pradesh 
Special Armed Force, including Shri Nilkanthrao. The 
deserters hid themselves behind a hillock near the Police 
Station and opened fire on the approaching Police party. 
This revealed their positions. Shri Nilkanthrao crawled 
forward to capture the man with the sten-gun. The other 
two deserters moved to a mound closeby and started firing. 
Shri Nilkanthrao kept firing at these two to make them keep 
their heads down and at the same time continued to crawl 
towards the man with the sten-gun, On seeing Shri 
Nilkanthrao advancing in such a determined manner, this 
deserter came out of his hideout and ran towards his 
lellow desperadoes. Shri Nilkanthrao sprang up to grapple 
with him without caring for his own safety. As he was 


about to anprehend the deserter he was shot by the other two 
and was killed. 

In this encounter Shri Nilkanthrao displayed conspicuous 
gallantry and exemplary devotion to duty In the performance 
of which he laid down hia life. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the President’s Police and Flro 
Services Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admisisble under rule 5, with effect from the 24th 
October, 1968.

District, to meet a relative. While he was waiting, there was 
a hue and cry on the road in front of the bus stand. On 
going there, he found two men attacking another with 
scythes. Although 200-300 people were present, none of 
them attempted to intervene to save the victim. Shri 
Hunnur, though unarmed, sprang on the assailants and 
caught hold of both of them simultaneously. They tried to 
free themselves from his grip but, though he received a 
number of injuries, he continued to hold them until another 
constable arrived on the scene and helped him to apprehend 
them. Unfortunately, the victim of the assault succumbed 
to his injuries. 

In tackling and apprehending the two armed men Constable 
Mudakappa Ramappa Hunnur displayed conspicuous gallan- 
try and devotion to duty.
